W ASHINGTON, Dec. 
19 — A t­ 
torney General Palm er told a sen­ 
ate coal Investigating committee 
today a full story of the govern­ 
m ent’s action In connection with 
the strike of bituminous 
miners, 
I concluding his testim ony with the 
declaration that the firm, strong 
hand of the government, 
finally 
had forced the miners to yield. 
Alfred M. Ogle, chairman oi the 
executive com m ittee of the bitum ­ 
in o u s coal operators’ 
association 
took the stand afte rthe attorney 
general and told the 
committee 
that Mr 
Palmer endeavored 
on 
I Friday, December 5 to induce the 
coal operators to compromise with 
I the miners on a basis of more than 
the 14 per cent w age Increase su g­ 
gested by Former Fuel Adminis­ 
trator Garfield. 
Continuing. Ogle surprised 
the 
com m ittee with the assertion that 
Palmer had told the 
operators 
Federal Judge Anderson at Ind­ 
ianapolis. who issued ‘ an injunc­ 
tion against the strike leaders on 
I the 
governm ent’s 
application, 
might “act in 
a 
characteristic 
fashion, and put a lot of union 
leaders in jail,” thus precipitating 
a “ terrible Industrial situation.” 
“ We replied,” said Ogle, “ that 
we considered 
the 
proposal 
a 
cowardly, dastardly surrender of 
the rights of the public and 
the 
government. 
W e considered it a 
compromise of principles far more 
I important than any question of the 
I wages of miners, or our own pro- 
■ fits as operators o fcoal mines. We 
thought it a question of law and 
order in the United States.” 
O gle’s testim ony, 
given 
after 
Palm er had left th e room, came as 
the climax of a series of revela- 1 
tions concerning the governm ent’s 
m ovem ents in the strike. 
The op­ 
erators chriaman refused to 
di­ 
vulge details when first put on the 
stand, but finally told his 
story 
after getting perm ission to 
con­ 
sult his attorney, Rush 
Buller, 
who w’as also called as a witness. 
Chairman Frellughuysen of the 
! senate com m ittee indicated after 
conclusion of the* hearing that the 
investigation will he continued on 
the strength of the 
information 
brought out. 
The attorney general aided 
by 
questions from Senator Townsend, 
Republican, Michigan, took 
the 
com m ittee over the entire ground t 
traversed by the government 
in . 
the etrike. 
After Fuel Adm inis­ 
trator Garfield, w ho later resign-- 
1 ed because of the settlem ent, had 
suggested and the miners had re­ 
jected a 14 per cent wage increase 
and a retention of 
th€f 
present 
price on coal the government, he 
said, had “ prepared to fight 
the 
thing out.” 
Then John G. Keegan, an

compromising its stand, he said, 
hut had some difficulties.

injunction 
proceedings 
were coming to a head at Indian­ 
apolis on Tuesday, he told us and 
they were afraid that Judge And­ 
erson would act in a characteris­ 
tic fashion and put some of the 
men in jail for violating his 
in­ 
junction under

They m ight he a general uprisinfi 
he said, which ought to be avoid­ 
ed. 
He said that the fuel admin­ 
istrator was only a temporary of­ 
ficial and that his proposal- of a 
14 per cont increase could be set 
aside.

compromise*?” Senator

“ We did,” Ogle returned, “and 
we rejected the idea.” 
Have Not Accepted Proposition 
“Have you agreed to the gov­ 
ernm ent’s proposition now ?” Sen­ 
ator Townsend usked, 
“ W e have not,” Ogle responded 
“The proposal has never been sub­ 
mitted to us. 
We have called th* 
attorney general’s 
attention 
to 
several vital changes made in Dr. 
Garfield’s original suggestion.” 
Operators had been left “ very 
much confused,” he added as 
to 
what the governm ent had 
done. 
No commission, he 
said, 
could 
cover the wage and price 
pro 
lems arising in the soft coal in­ 
dustry of the United 
States 
in 
months, “ and come to any
